For my first edi¬ 
torial of the 1983-84 
school year, 1 will 
discuss a topic of 
utmost importance to 
every student at¬ 
tending Colonia High 
School, as well as 
Woodbridge Township; 
it is the revised 
attendance policy. 

Often, the ques¬ 
tion of : what are the 
legitimate reasons for 
a student to be ab¬ 
sent, arises. Accord¬ 
ing to wew jersey lav/, 
there are five rea¬ 
sons- student acci¬ 
dent or illness; re- 
lisious observance; 
death or serious ill¬ 
ness in the family? 
administratively ap¬ 
proved absences; and 
legal requirements to 
... 'rcend court (evi¬ 
dence submitted). 

This year, the 
maximum number of days 
a student may be ab¬ 


sent for a course 
meeting all four cy¬ 
cles is twenty days. 

In contrast to last 
year, this figure is 
four less thant the 
present. 

Unfortunately, many 
pupils strongly oppose 
this new policy of 
absenteeism. Some 
feel that twenty days 

are an insufficient 
amount in which a 
student is permitted 
to be absent. To a 
hand full of students, 
last year’s figure 
was still even too 
low. 

On the other hand, 
there are those, as 
myself, who vigorously 
refute having almost 
one month as the num¬ 
ber of days permitted 
to be missing from 
school time, wfehn 
you seriously think 
about this, we (the 
students) are in the 
classrooms for 180 
days, with abpirt 


twenty days off for 
holidays. Looking at 
this fact, when twen¬ 
ty permissible days 
are subtracted, 
again, the student is 
losing out on not only 
the academic factors, 
but also his maturing 
and grov/ing times of 
his adolescency. 

As being a member 
of+the Student Ooun- 
.cil Advisory Commi¬ 
ttee, J suggested a 
stricter policy, along 
with other high 
school students in 
our district, our 
strong opinions con¬ 
cerning this issue 
had been presented to 
an astonished admini¬ 
stration and board. 

In agreement with the 
committee, as well as 
principals, teachers, 
and parents, the Board 
of Bducation respon¬ 
ded by creating a new 
policy.

with a recent nation¬ 
wide university of 
Michigan study spon¬ 
sored by the National 
institute of Drug 
Abuse.

MARIJUANA AND SMOKING 
HAZARDOUS TOGETHER 

loung Americans are smoking a 
dangerous combination: marijuana 
and tobacco. 

Those who smoke them both run 
an especially high risk of lung can¬ 
cer, according to a physician-scientist, 
Donald P. Tashkin, M.D. He said that 
marijuana smoke contains not only 
the same respiratory irritants that are 
found in tobacco but also delta-9-te- 
trahydrocannibinol (THC) and at 
least 60 other THC-related com¬ 
pounds not found in tobacco along 
with 50% more cancer-producing hy¬ 
drocarbons than are found in tobacco 
smoke. 

“The combination of deeply inhaled 
marijuana smoke and tobacco smoke 
has been found particularly to pro¬ 
voke microscopic changes including 
abnormalities that are associated with 
the development of lung cancer and 
chronic obstructive pulmonary dis¬ 
ease,” Dr. Tashkin said.
